Former superintendent Rich- 
ard LaSalle left the district 
June 30 for a new job at the 
Southeastern Regional Edu- 
cation Service Center in Bed- 
ford. 

Metzler received his Doc- 
torate in Education from 



Walden University and has 
served for more than 25 years 
in public education in Massa- 
chusetts - as a high school 
principal, middle school prin- 
cipal, assistant principal, 
teacher and consultant. He is 
currently principal of North 
Quincy High School, which 
was recently named one of 
the Bay State's "smartest" high 
schools by Boston Magazine. 

Metzler is married and 
has two daughters. 

According to Mascola, 
"Earl has worked as a con- 
sultant for both the Massa- 
chusetts Department of Edu- 
cation and Mass Insight. 
Working with underperform- 
ing schools, Earl has helped 
author school improvement 
plans and blueprints for 
improvement in several large, 
urban districts.

Selectmen to Erect Fence 
Around LeClair's Garage

CHESTER - The select- 
men have come to a deci- 
sion on whether and how to 
secure the LeClair's Garage 
property on Fremont Road. 
They've authorized the erec- 
tion of a fence. 

Following cleanup ef- 
forts at the former junkyard 
that saw the destruction of 
an old wooden fence, the 
board has undertaken num- 
erous discussions about 
whether to secure the prop- 
erty and how to secure it. 
The last time the selectmen 
publicly talked about the 
issue, the board motioned 
to put up a barrier, either a 
fence or guardrail, once 
more information on cost 
was obtained. 

Fire and police agreed 
that some type of barrier 



should be put up. 

While the selectmen 
were pondering how to 
erect a fence, road agent 
Mike Oleson suggested a 
guardrail, not only to pre- 
vent access to the site but as 
something that would likely 
be subject to less damage 
from winter road mainte- 
nance. The board agreed to 
let Oleson look into the 
matter before moving for- 
ward. 

At the board's Thursday, 
Aug. 23, meeting, chair 
Steph Landau presented an 
estimate of $5,800 for a 
guardrail. This compared 
with $1,400 for a 4-foot- 
high fence. 

Landau, who has been a 
proponent of fencing since 
the start and didn't want to 
vote on the matter again, 
said he only brought up the 
issue to make sure the board 




was amenable to erecting 
the fence. 

After hearing of the 
guardrail cost, Landau met 
with a fence contractor to 
see what they could do with 
a roll of donated fencing 
and a town-owned gate. An 
initial $4,000 estimate was 
brought down to $1,400. 

Selectman Jack Cannon 
said he preferred a guard- 
rail, but not for $6,000. 

The board agreed to pull 
the fence back from the 
road to capitalize on the 
cheaper cost and to mitigate 
damage from plowed snow. 

Lorette LeClair and her 
son Wayne LeClair are the 
owners of the property. The 
have been successfully sued 
by the town for their part in 
allowing the approximately 
2-acre parcel to become 
contaminated by a host of

Sandown Selectmen Deny

ectmen denied a request by 
residents Samantha Stykow- 
ski and Brian Jusko to waive 
fines levied against them for 
not registering their dogs on 
time. 

At the Aug. 27 select- 
men's meeting, Stykowski 
asked for a waiver because, 
she said, she and Jusko were 
not treated properly by the 



town clerk's office. 

The selectmen took 
issue with her characteriza- 
tion of events. 

The matter started two 
years ago when Stykowski 
and Jusko received a cour- 
tesy call from the town 
clerk/tax collector's office 
letting them know that they 
needed to register their dog, 
a pug that had never been 
registered. Stykowski said

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Sandown Teen David Augusta III Remembered

SANDOWN - The com- 
munity is mourning the loss 
of one of its young people 
after an early morning car 
crash earlier this month. 
David Augusta III, 17, 
crossed the center line on 
Route 111 in Hampstead on 
Saturday, Aug. 18, colliding 
with a Chrysler Minivan. 

Augusta was transported 
to Parkland Medical Center 
in Derry by ambulance and 
then Medflighted to Massa- 
chusetts General Hospital in 
Boston. He succumbed to 
his injuries on Wednesday, 
Aug. 22. Police say that 



speed and alcohol were not 
factors in the accident but 
that Augusta may have fall- 
en asleep at the wheel. 

He was the son of Chris- 
tine and David Augusta Jr. 

Augusta is remembered 
as a good kid, who was 
interested in a career in 
police work, loved the out- 
doors and baseball, and who 
was fun to be around. 

The young man was 
heading into his senior year 
at Timberlane Regional 
High School. Principal Don 
Woodworth said Augusta 
was full of energy and 
enthusiasm and had a good 
group of friends. Wood- 
worth noted Augusta's love 



of baseball, his work in 
umpiring for Little League 
and the chance he had to 
visit Cooperstown Dreams 
Park and umpire there. He 
was a well-respected umpire 
and a member of the Merri- 
mack Valley Umpires Asso- 
ciation and the Great Bay 
Umpires Association. 

Augusta also loved the 
outdoors and hunting and 
fishing. He shared those 
pursuits with his father and 
other members of his family. 

"He was just a great kid 
with a great family," said 
Woodworth. 

Augusta's brother An- 
drew is a junior at the high 
school. Younger siblings

Aaron and Emily are also 
students in the Timberlane 
district. 

Augusta was active with 
the Sandown Police Depart- 
ment's Explorer Post, which 
offers young people a chance 
to glimpse the inner work- 



ings of the police field and 
according to his mentors 
there, Augusta was someone 
you wanted to be around. 

Scott Wood, former leader 
of the group and a former 
police sergeant in Sandown, 
said he was a good kid, nice 
and polite. Wood added that 
Augusta left behind close 
friends in the program. 

Sandown Police Sgt. 
Aurie Roy had Augusta and 
his siblings in her DARE - 
Drug Abuse Resistance Edu- 
cation - program and echoed 
Wood's statements. Roy said 
much sympathy goes out to 
the Augusta family. 

Police Chief Joe Gordon 
attended Augusta's funeral 



Aug. 28 at St. Anne's 
Church in Hampstead, 
where he was a parishioner. 

Augusta's father is a 
member of the Lawrence, 
Mass., Police Department. 
The evening before the 
crash, his son visited him 
while he worked the mid- 
night shift. It was his 
father's birthday. 

Woodworth said when 
school starts next week, a 
support team will be avail- 
able for students struggling 
with the loss.

Former Resident Convicted of Multiple Animal Cruelty Charges

SANDOWN - A former 
Sandown resident has been 
convicted of four counts of 
attempted cruelty to ani- 
mals, one count of cruelty 
to animals and one count of 
criminal mischief after forc- 
ing various objects down 
the throats of two German 
Shepherds belonging to her 



ex-boyfriend. 

The decision against 
Jamie Labbe, 34, formerly of 
223 North Road, was 
arrived at in Rockingham 
Superior Court on Aug. 22. 
Judge Marguerite Wageling 
presided. 

The convictions are the 
result of actions Labbe took 
to torture two German 
Shepherds between Febru- 
ary and April of 2011. The 



dogs were owned by her 
then fiance, Kurt Krohn, 
and Labbe induced the dogs 
to ingest a metal cigarette 
lighter, metal shower head, 
a 4-inch metal bolt and a 
metal conduit clamp. 

One dog, Pebbles, had to 
be euthanized following the 
abuse. The other, Magic, 
survived after surgery. 



An initial round of six 
indictments filed against 
Labbe in June of 2011 were 
dismissed after she filed a 
motion to suppress state- 
ments made to police after 
her arrest. 

A second round of 
indictments in March of 
2012 changed wording to 
state that the objects were 



"placed in proximity to" or 
"in the mouth" of the dogs, 
rather than actively forced 
down their throats. 

Labbe pleaded not guilty 
to all charges. 

Court documents indi- 
cate that Labbe also at- 
tempted to hurt the dogs on 
previous occasions, includ- 
ing exposing them to brake 
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automobile-related fluids. 
Studies found that those 
contaminants had migrated 
and impacted the bedrock 
into surrounding drinking 
water wells. 

One of those wells 
prompted a recent press for 
cleanup, including a state 
Department of Environmen- 
tal Services-led removal of all 
liquids and some soil on site 
earlier this year. Neighbors 
Jodi and Charlie Mitchell's 



well was found to contain 
1200 micrograms per liter of 
MtBE (Methyl Tertiary Butyl 
Ether), a solid 1187 micro- 
grams over the state ground- 
water quality standard. 

In other business at the 
Aug. 23 meeting: 

• Landau and Cannon 
have switched liaison roles 
in light of the potential for 
conflicts of interest. Landau 
has moved from the fire 
department to the highway 
department and Cannon 
vice versa. 

The move was made fol- 



lowing the resignation of 
highway worker Peter Broom 
and the interim hiring of 
Cannon's son, Thomas Can- 
non, to fill that position. Lan- 
dau said the board needed 
someone to quickly take on 
the role, but the position will 
be advertised within 90 days. 

Landau said he has a 
son-in-law on the fire 
department. 

Landau and selectman 
Rich LeBlanc said the new 
highway employee has been 
working out well with vet- 
eran Andy Higham. 



fluid, antifreeze, nails and a 
marker, and that she verbal- 
ly threatened the dogs' lives, 
Krohn's life and the life of 
Krohn's former girlfriend. 

Evidence obtained by 
police indicated the abuse 
had been ongoing for an 
unknown length of time. 

The State argued that 
Labbe was jealous of the 
way Krohn treated the dogs 
and admitted evidence of a 
telephone call to a woman 
with whom Krohn had a 
previous relationship and 
with whom he obtained and 
raised the two dogs several 
years ago. 

Labbe could spend up to 
42 years in state prison for 
the felonies. She was re- 
leased on $30,000 cash bail 
and is restricted from hav- 
ing contact with Krohn's 
former girlfriend. 

Labbe is set to be sen- 
tenced Oct. 9. She currently 
resides in Plaistow.

House of Representative 
seats on the Democrat side 
go uncontested into the 
general election but on the 
Republican side, there are 
six challengers for five open 
seats. Seeking those seats 
are: Gene Charron, Joseph 
Hagan and Frank M. Carrio 
Sr., all of Chester; James E. 
Devine of Sandown; and 
Dan Dumaine and Stella 
Tremblay, both of Auburn. 

In the House of Repre- 
sentatives, Chester, San- 
down and Auburn comprise 
Rockingham County Dis- 
trict 4. Up until this year 
both Sandown and Chester 
were part of Rockingham 
District 7, which is current- 
ly represented by Charron, 
Hagan, Devine and Betsy 
Sanders of Danville. Trem- 
blay currently represents 
Auburn in District 3. 

Each Republican candi- 
date was asked the follow- 
ing questions: Ql - Where 
do you stand on New 
Hampshire's "Stand Your 
Ground Law" (SB 88), 
passed in 2011 with an 
override of the Governor's 
veto? Q2 - Do you think the 
New Hampshire House's 
priorities were in the right 
place during this last term? 
If so, why? If not, what else 
should be focused on? 

Frank Carrio Sr. 
Age: 63 

Occupation: Retired, 
Home and Building Inspec- 
tor. 

Years in state: 23 

Ql: As a Vietnam veter- 
an I have seen what can 



happen to people who have 
been disarmed and are left 
at the mercy of cold-blood- 
ed killers and rapists. The 
murders of two New Hamp- 
shire college professors and 
the recent rape and murder 
of a New Hampshire house- 
wife in front of her daughter 
is a prime example of why 
we need to not only protect 
but to strengthen our 
"Stand Your Ground Law." 

Q2: I have not been 
elected to office, but as an

We passed a budget that was 
1 1 percent smaller than the 
prior budget, thus reducing 
spending by $1.2 billion 
and General Fund spending 
by $536 million, or 18 per- 
cent.

Be Prepared to Vote 



While the focus of activity this 
week is likely to be Labor Day and the 
approaching end of summer, as well as 
the start of a new school year, there's 
something else looming large in the 
days ahead - the Primary Election on 
Sept. 11. 

The national conventions are upon 
us, but just as importantly, the state 
elections are almost here. Locally, the 
focus of the primary is the Republican 
side, with plenty of candidates seeking 
a seat in the State House, as well as a 
contested race for Governor. The 
gubernatorial race has attracted more 
than one candidate on the Democratic 
ticket as well. 

While the big decisions are made at 
the November election, don't down- 
play the primary, especially in the race 
for Governor. Take advantage of the 
opportunity to get to know your candi- 
dates in this small state - call them up, 
send them emails, ask them questions 
that matter to you. If you don't get an 
answer, that's answer enough. 

The time is now to learn about the 
candidates, get behind the rhetoric, and 
decide which hopefuls merit your vote. 

And remember, a promise to cut 
taxes or to support seniors or to take 
care of children is not a realistic 
roadmap for action. Every candidate is 



going to smile broadly, shake as many 
hands as possible, promise wonderful 
things. Don't get sidetracked by the 
packaging. 

Be specific in your queries, and 
with luck, you just might receive spe- 
cific responses. Then you can base 
your vote on substance. But if what 
you get are platitudes, you may want to 
look elsewhere. 

This edition carries several candi- 
date profiles. The candidates' respons- 
es offer a glimpse at whether they 
answered the question or chose to offer 
pat generalities or personal agendas. 
That, too, says something. 

It's become a cliche that voting is a 
right and a privilege, that people in 
other countries fight and die for a right 
that we often ignore. Our chance is 
coming up to show that we've changed 
our lackadaisical ways, and we've com- 
mitted to getting off the couch and into 
the voting booth. 

Your vote counts, but it means so 
much more if you cast it after making 
a studied, educated decision, not one 
based on inflammatory rhetoric. 

We're in the center of political cam- 
paigns that can change the face of our 
state and our nation. And there's no 
excuse good enough to justify sitting 
this one out.

The top four Re- 
publicans will face the four 
Democrats in November. 

The five Republicans are 
incumbents: Regina Birdsell 
and, John Sedensky from 
Hampstead and David Welch 
and Kenneth Weyler of 
Kingston, as well as new- 
comer Kevin St. James of 
Kingston. 

The Democrats, whose 
primary race is uncontested, 
are Derrick Moyer and Kath- 
leen Pynn, both of Hamp- 
stead, and William Waters and 
Andrew Stockwell, both of 
Kingston. Waters and Stock- 
well are father and son. Pynn 
was selected by the Democra- 
tic Party to run as a candidate 
after only three candidates 
signed up for the four spots. 
She signed up in Concord 
after the local sign-up period 
had officially closed. 

In the Rockingham Flo- 
terial District 34 that repre- 
sents Hampstead, Kingston, 
Atkinson and Plaistow, one 
seat is available. Four Repub- 
licans are seeking that seat, 
along with one Democrat. 
The top vote-getter among 
the Republicans will face the 
lone Democrat in November. 

The four Republican can- 



didates vying for the one seat 
are: Marie Sapienza and Jef- 
frey Oligny incumbents 
from Hampstead, Janet Cin- 
cotta of Atkinson and Timo- 
thy Alavosus, who has 
moved out of the district 
since signing up but whose 
name remains on the ballot. 
Hampstead Town Clerk 
Patricia Curran said she con- 
tacted the Secretary of State's 
Office, and was told that if 
Alavosus should win, he can 
withdraw and the party can 
add another candidate for 
the November election.

Ql: I believe the most 
critical issue is the State 
Retirement System. The sys- 
tem had a built-in 8.5 per- 
cent return, which began in 



the '60s. However since 
2002, the system has only 
been receiving between a 2 
and 5 percent return on its 
investment, leaving a large 
liability in the retirement 
system. It wasn't until 2010 
that the Retirement System 
changed its return on 
investment to 7.75 percent 
in lieu of the 8.5 percent, 
which allowed a smaller 
loss in the Retirement Sys- 
tem than prior years. This 
needs to be fixed to ensure 
those close to retirement get 
what they are owed and 
there is something available 
for the future new hires. 

Q2: In the current bienni- 
um (2011-2013), the state has 
level funded education based 
on the 2009-2011 budget, 
and I do not anticipate that 
changing drastically unless 
the student population con- 
tinues to decline. Adequacy 
education has been defined in 
the 2009 Senate Bill 180 and 
currently I see nothing chang- 
ing this definition.

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School Board Responsibilities Reviewed in Hampstead

HAMPSTEAD - The 
Hampstead School Board 
took part in a seminar on 
the legal obligations of 
school board members, with 
a focus on their legal 
responsibilities. 

Dean Eggert of Wad- 
leigh, Starr & Peters, PL.L.C. 
of Manchester provided the 
program last week, which 
included a look at the statu- 
tory duties of school board 
members, the relationship 
between school boards and 
superintendents, and com- 
munication. 

Eggert emphasized that 



communication among 
board members, with the 
whole board and with the 
superintendent is critical, 
and noted that when such 
communication breaks 
down, a board can become 
dysfunctional. 

He reminded the board 
that its primary function is 
to ensure delivery of a qual- 
ity education, and noted the 
board is an agent of the state 
for setting the standard of a 
quality education. School 
boards also have a statutory 
duty to feed the students 
and address teacher dis- 
missals, he added. He noted 
that the superintendent is 
supposed to attend school 



board meetings. 

Addressing the board's 
responsibility to evaluate its 
superintendent, he said the 
obligatory responsibility of 
a school board is to record 
measurable goals and short- 
term objectives. 

He also emphasized that 
under the Right to Know 
Law, every email a member 
sends becomes a public doc- 
ument and part of the public 
record, whether it is sent to 
another member or to some- 
one else. He noted the oath 
taken by school board mem- 
bers is to impartially dis- 
charge their responsibilities, 
even when issues become 
personal. And he noted the 



members must always func- 
tion as a total board in a 
legal meeting setting. 

Eggert clarified that 
from a legal standpoint, a 
school board meeting is the 
board's meeting and not a 
public forum, giving the 
board the legal right to 
establish whether there can 
be public comment and if 
so, for how long. 

Eggert said that in his 
view, the board's previous 
discussions on whether to 
replace the Central School 
Assistant Principal, who had 
resigned, got a little heated. 

Board member Natalie 
Gallo raised an issue with a 
staff member who she said 



criticized a board member 
on Facebook. Eggert 
responded that employees 
have the right to voice their 
opinion and there is noth- 
ing illegal about what the 
staff person did. 

In responding to inquiries 
the board receives from resi- 
dents, Eggert said the board 
should forward the inquiry to 
the superintendent to answer, 
who is in a better position to 
provide information. He 
warned the board of the risks 
and dangers of engaging in 
backroom politics. 

Constituent complaints 
about decisions or policies 
or any questions on issues 
received by a board member 



should be forwarded to the 
administration as well, he 
said, noting that no one 
board member can repre- 
sent the board as a whole, 
although the chairman 
often is the conduit from 
and to the administration. 

And he noted that once 
a decision is made by the 
board, it has to be support- 
ed by the entire board. 

Following Eggert's pres- 
entation, the board discussed 
ways to make their meetings 
more effective and shorter, 
including planning meetings 
so that when an issue arises, 
members will have one meet- 
ing for discussion and a sec- 
ond for a decision.

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West Nile Virus Public Health Threat' Declared

HAMPSTEAD - Hamp- 
stead is standing pat at the 
moment with respect to 
West Nile Virus threats. The 
Town's Health Officer, Kris 
Emerson, said he is staying 
on top of the situation and 
is monitoring the threat, 
keeping in close contact 
with Dragon Mosquito Con- 
trol, the town's mosquito 
control vendor. But as of 
now, there have been no 
reports of infected mosqui- 
toes in Hampstead, so no 
action is being contemplat- 
ed at this time. 

"We have not had a pos- 
itive in Hampstead yet, but I 
will be in contact with Sarah 
(MacGregor, owner of Drag- 
on Mosquito Control) soon 
and we will explore all 
options," Emerson said. 

On Friday, Gov. John 
Lynch concurred with a rec- 
ommendation from the New 
Hampshire Department of 
Health and Human Services, 
and in consultation with the 
federal Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention, 
and declared that a public 



health threat exists in 
numerous communities in 
southern New Hampshire - 
including Hampstead - due 
to the detection of West 
Nile Virus in several mos- 
quito batches. 

Under state statute, by 
concurring with the recom- 
mendation, towns are al- 
lowed to take measures to 
address the threat, includ- 
ing spraying for mosqui- 
toes. 

Dragon Mosquito Con- 
trol uses insecticides to 
handle mosquitoes. In the 
event Eastern Equine 
Encephalitis (EEE) or West 
Nile Virus (WNV) is found 
in or near Hampstead, 
emergency spraying may be 
conducted. Townspeople 
would be notified as to 
when and where the spray- 
ing would take place by 
Emerson. Emergency spray- 
ing would only be conduct- 
ed at the following locations 
and only if absolutely neces- 
sary: Middle and Central 
School fields, Depot Road 
Fields, Holiday Lane Fields, 
Woodland Pond Field and 
Meeting House Field. 

The DHHS letter from 
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Commissioner Nicholas 
Toumpas to the Governor 
noted that over the last four 
weeks, the Division of Pub- 
lic Health Service's arboviral 
surveillance system has 
identified 36 mosquito 
batches that have tested 
positive for WNV in New 
Hampshire. Manchester had 
29 positive mosquito batch- 
es, Nashua had three, and 
Salem, Seabrook, Brent- 
wood and North Hampton 
each had one positive batch. 



Last week, the state also 
reported its first case of 
WNV in a human since 
2010. That person lives in 
Manchester. 

Prevention of arboviral 
disease, including WNV 
and EEE, is through person- 
al protective measures such 
as using mosquito repellent 
and wearing long sleeves 
and pants, as well as basic 
environmental measures 
(use of intact screens, 
removal of standing water 



in the areas surrounding 
homes). 

"With the increased risk 
of WNV and EEE, it is nec- 
essary as well to consider 
chemical mosquito popula- 
tion control measures," the 
DHHS letter states. 

The public health threat 
was issued for the following 
towns: Amherst, Atkinson, 
Auburn, Bedford, Brent- 
wood, Candia, Chester, Dan- 
ville, Derry, East Kingston, 
Epping, Exeter, Fremont, 



Goffstown, Greenland, Hamp- 
stead, Hampton, Hampton 
Falls, Hollis, Hooksett, Hud- 
son, Kensington, Kingston, 
Litchfield, Londonderry, Man- 
chester, Merrimack, Nashua, 
New Castle, Newfields, New- 
ington, Newmarket, New- 
ton, North Hampton, Pel- 
ham, Plaistow, Portsmouth, 
Raymond, Rye, Salem, San- 
down, Seabrook, South 
Hampton, Stratham and 
Windham. 



Selectmen OK Conservation Land Purchase

HAMPSTEAD - Conser- 
vation Commission chair- 
man Tim Lovell received 
approval from the Board of 
Selectmen for the Commis- 
sion to purchase 22 acres 
for $65,500. Joan Emmert 
owns the land, which is sit- 
uated nearest to the Great 
Island Pond backland prop- 
erty off Colletts Drive. 

Lovell said the land 
abuts 65 acres, known as 
Colletts Mountain, that is 
being put into conservation 
in Derry and he and the 
Derry Conservation Com- 
mission chair plan to dis- 
cuss mutual development of 
interconnecting trails. 



The land also abuts 40 
acres just purchased by the 
Hampstead Conservation 
Commission. 

The selectmen, after 
learning the commission had 
more than enough money in 
its land purchase fund, 
unanimously approved the 
purchase. 

In other business at 
Monday night's meeting: 

• The Board of Select- 
men express surprise that 
there have been no respons- 
es to a Request for Proposals 
sent out for a generator for 
Town Hall. 

The board asked Admin- 
istrative Assistant to the 
Selectmen Sally Theriault to 
look into the Town's becom- 
ing the contractor for the 
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generator project. She would 
have to get prices for a gen- 
erator and solicit bids from 
contractors for installation. 

The board asked Theri- 
ault to find out if it would 
be legal for the Town to act 
as contractor, and tabled 
any decision until the next 
meeting. 

• Lovell said the Conser- 
vation Commission sup- 
ports the placing of "no 
parking" signs at Conserva- 
tion Area parking lots, noti- 
fying the public that park- 
ing between 10 p.m. and 
4:30 a.m. is prohibited; cars 
found illegally parked will 
be towed at the owner's 
expense by authority of the 
Town. 

Selectwoman Priscilla 
Lindquist said the Recre- 
ation Commission had ag- 
reed to the same times for 
signs to be placed at Recre- 
ation parking areas. 

The selectmen approved 



the sign placement and will 
forward the information to 
Road Agent Jon Worthen to 
have the signs made and 
installed. 

• Hampstead Area Wat- 
er Company representative 
Charlie Lanza presented the 
board with a plan and 
sought its approval for run- 
ning a water line along 
Whitcher Road to the Vil- 
lage Green Shopping area. 
This was originally approv- 
ed four years ago but never 
executed, and Lanza sought 
re-approval so the project 
could move forward. As 
nothing had changed in the 
plan, the board approved it 
once again. 

• Lindquist told the 
board the beach project has 
been completed and the 
drainage swale appears to be 
working. She said the prob- 
lems appear to have been 
design problems and not the 
fault of the contractors.

phone interaction, tax col- 
lector Michelle Short decided 
not to give the couple a cour- 
tesy call this year, and this 
time around Stykowski felt 
singled out, and said she did- 
n't understand that dogs need 
to be registered annually 

The state-mandated dead- 
line for dog registration is 
April 30, but Short gives an 
extra month. In July of this 
year, an officer was sent to 
each owner of an unregis- 
tered dog to serve a $25 
civil forfeiture; 286 San- 
down dog owners did not 
register by April 30. 

"I'm offended and hurt 
and don't think I should 
have to pay the fine," said 
Stykowski, and complained 
that she wasn't given a cour- 



tesy call this time around. 

Chair Steve Brown stop- 
ped Stykowski from com- 
plaining by stating that the 
tax collector's office was not 
obligated to make the re- 
minder calls. 

"It's not her (Short) job 
to do courtesy calls. And my 
understanding is that she 
was treated so harshly and 
rudely last year that she 
decided not to make the call 
this year," said Brown. 

Though Stykowski and 
Jusko sent a check for the 
registration after the police 
visit, the check was sent 
back. Short explained that it 
was returned because she 
had told Stykowski the cost 
of registration needed to 
include the $25 per dog fine. 

Short explained that much 
effort goes into reminding res- 
idents that they need to regis- 



ter their dogs per state law, 
including newspaper articles, 
announcements, keeping the 
office open during an annual 
rabies clinic and letters. 

Eventually selectman 
Tom Tombarello cut off 
Stykowski's comments. He 
said Short goes above and 
beyond and that it was the 
dog owners' responsibility 
to pay the registration. 

Brown apologized for 
the residents' frustration but 
along with the rest of the 
board stated that he saw no 
reason to waive the fine. 

In other business: 

• The board heard a 
presentation from Bill Let- 
sky vice president of Virtual 
Town Hall, about the poten- 
tial for the company to take 
over town website manage- 
ment.

Negligent Homicide Arrest Made in Fatal July Car Crash

HAMPSTEAD - The 
investigation into a July 28 
two-vehicle accident that 
took the life of Althea Hicks 
of Londonderry has led to 
the arrest of the driver of 
the other car involved in the 
crash. 

The fatal accident oc- 
curred in the center of 



Hampstead just before 7 
p.m. on Saturday, July 28, at 
the intersection of Emerson 
Avenue and Main Street 
(Route 121). Hampstead 
Police Lt. John Frazier said 
the 2005 Nissan Xterra, 
driven by Hicks, was head- 
ed south on Main Street 
approaching the Emerson 
Avenue intersection when a 
2011 Hyundai, driven by 
Carlos Herrera, 30, of 123 



Oak St., Clinton Mass., 
pulled out from the Emer- 
son Avenue stop sign and 
blinking light into Main 
Street to make a left turn. 

The Herrera vehicle 
struck the side of the Hicks 
car coming down Main 
Street hard enough to cause 
the Xterra to roll over onto 
its roof, partially ejecting 
Hicks, the driver. She was 
not wearing a seatbelt. 
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Hicks was transported to 
Parkland Medical Center in 
Deny by Trinity Ambulance, 
where she was pronounced 
dead. Her passenger, Jay 
Nixon, 51 of Hampstead, 
received minor injuries and 
was later transported to and 
treated at Parkland. 

Herrera's passengers were 



Jillian Gould, 29; Melana 
Hewitt, 4; and Eleanor Cor- 
mier, 82, all of Fitchburg, 
Mass. They were all trans- 
ported to Parkland and 
treated for minor injuries. 

As a result of an investi- 
gation conducted by the 
Hampstead Police, Police 
Officer Matt Moore arrested 



Herrera for Negligent Hom- 
icide, a felony. Herrera 
turned himself into Hamp- 
stead Police on Aug. 15, on 
a warrant drafted by Moore. 

Herrera was released on 
$25,000 personal recogni- 
zance bail and is to appear 
in Plaistow District Court 
on Oct. 1.
